to $200,000 to the relief of the af 
flirted. 
British. French and Russian 
warships 
are 
steam ing tow ard the 
smith and already several of the ships 
of Great 
Britain

reached Sicily. 
Officers and men of 
th* se 
ships 
have 
perform ed 
h«*roic 
service in th** work of rescue. 
It Is feared that m any foreigners 
been killed, as a num ber of the j 
hotels at 
Messina and doubtless at 
other places were crowded with tour­ 
ists. 
I.lttle Is known of the fate of 
the diplomatic representatives of the 
foreign 
powers 
stationed 
at 
these 
posts, although th e Italian 
govern* 
m ent Is using eve ry effort to relieve 
the anxiety felt on their account. 


Danger of Pestilence. 


There is the gravest danger that a 
pestilence will follow the destruction 
of the towns where on account of the 
vast havoc wrought bodies will lie 
unburh d for days and weeks. 
Those 
who escap« d death, many of whom are 
badly injured, are making th eir wav 
by the thousands to the nearest place 
of refum*. 
T heir sufferings even now 
must he Intense, as they are without 
food or clothing. 
L atest reports received here state 
that 4.000 soldiers In th«* various bar­ 
racks at Messina were buri«*d under 
the 
ruins. 
T he 
rock 
of 
Charybdls 
now him ks the entrance to the Strai 
of Messina. 
The tidal wave wreck«»d 
the lighthouses in the strait, including 
Faro Beacon, and they crashed into 
the s«*a. 
Stunned at the m agnitude of th« 
calam ity which has overtaken fellow 
countrym en, all Italy m ourns for the 
stricken province of Calabria and th«* 
island of Si« ily. 
Accustomed for cen­ 
turies to earthquakes, 
Italy 
‘-land 
ever in dread, but none w*as prepared 
for the disaster which in the fraction 
of a 
m inute devastated 
cities 
and 
towns and caused the death of thou 
sands. 
Messina, whose tragic history has 
h«*en marked by tidal waves and war 
I and which was the center of the ter-

On* 
of the refugees from Reggio who wav 
th e first to bring the news of the 
city’s destruction, trh'd to make 1 is 
way to Sicily in a sailboat, but was 
compelled to return and finally found 
safety at a peninsula port.

Was the great w inter festivity In the 
mountain districts between the Schuyl­ 
kill and tin* Ju niata w atersheds the 
sparse imputation was chiefly of rude 
and rugged woodmen and their fam i­ 
lies, many of them descendants of 
pure Pennsylvania Dutch stock. Scores 
of them depended alm ost entirely on 
their skill with gun and trap for their 
food supply, 
“The cabins of these mountaineers 
w ere built of logs, the chinks between 
which were filled in with clay. 
A 
huge stone chim ney rose at one end 
of tiie cabin outside, covering that en­ 
tire end. while on the inside it opened 
on a broad fireplace across that end 
of the room. 
“T lie cabin was banked all around 
with earth against which hemlock and 
pine boughs were heaped. 
Sometimes 
row s of cord wood were piled up al­ 
most to the eaves, the better to keep 
out the cold, which is alw ays intense 
during winter on those wind swept 
hills. 
“There was rarely a cabin with more 
than one room. The walls wore dark 
and smoky, and from rafter or beam 
hung plentifully strips of Jerked veni­ 
son and chunks of smoked hear meat, 
along with ham s and bacon from the 
family pigs fattened in the woods and 
alm ost as wild as the bear and the 
deer. 
But the choicest and best be­ 
loved thing of the cabin’s larder was 
the fat and well frozen wild turkey. 
“ W hile the wofKlsman’s cabin was al­ 
w ays prepared for a turkey eat, it 
never knew when it w as coming. 
A 
turkey eat began with the m aking up 
of a party in a neighboring village or 
settlem ent. 
T aking along a 
fiddler, 
they would appear at this, th a t or the 
other w oodsm an’s cabin of a winter 
evening, and the woodsman and his 
fam ily did the rest. 
“Instantly the birch wood pail of ci 
der came forth. 
While the cabin’s 
guests drank cider the host prepared 
and spitted the turkey over the hick­ 
ory coals in the fireplace to roast for 
the feast. When it was ready for the 
table it was placed before the guests 
on a big tin platter. Each one carved 
for himself, the plates being squares 
of birch bark. 
“The turkey eat was not complete, 
though, without a liberal supply of 
‘paan haas’ and head cheese, and with 
It went the sweetest of rye bread and 
butter. Paan haas Is a strictly Penn 
sylvanla Dutch creation. 
“It is made from the rich Juices left 
after boiling the Ingredients for head 
cheese, these being thickened to a stiff 
paste with buckwheat flour. This paste 
Is pressed In forms until cold and Is 
served in slices. 
It Is a dull blue In 
color, very rich and very good. 
“After the feast the turkey eat was 
rounded out by a night of Jollity super­ 
induced by the fiddle and maintained 
by it In its music for the old fashioned 
cotillon figures and reels, which were 
danced until the gray of morning. 
“But most of those old time woods­ 
men have passed away, and on those 
who are still dwellers In the mountains 
the game laws have forced a situation 
that leaves them with their ancient oc­ 
cupation gone, and the hunt being no 
longer a source of maintenance Its tra­ 
ditions have departed with it. 
The 
newer generation of these people Is of 
other tastes and associations, so while 
the wild turkey is yet in proximity In 
that Blue mountain region to supply 
the material for the festive turkey eat 
the traditions and associations that 
made It possible are no more, and it is 
gone, like the apple cut, the quilting 
bee, the pig killing frolic and others of 
the old time rural pastimes that are 
now but a memory.’’—New York Sun.

The king and queen of Italy arc 
now on their way to Messina, having 
sailed from Naples aboard the battle­ 
ship Vottorio Em manuele. 
The pope 
has shown the greatest distress at 
the calam ity and he himself was the 
first to contribute a sum am ounting 
to $200,d00 to the relief of the af­ 
flicted. 
British, French and Russian 
warships 
arc 
steam ing tow ard

south and already several of the ships j

reached Sicily. 
Officers and men of 
these ships have 
performed 
heroic j 
service in the work of rescue. 
It is feared that m any foreigners | 
have been killed, as a num ber of the | 
hotels at M essina and doubtless at 
other places were crowded with tour- J 
ists. 
Little Is known of the fate of 
the diplomatic representatives of the j

Danger of Pestilence. 
T here is tile gravest danger th a t a 
pestilence will follow’ the destruction | 
of the tow’ns where on account of the 
vast havoc wrought bodies will lie 
unburied for days and weeks. 
Those i 
who escaped death, m any of whom are 
badly Injured, are m aking their way 
by the thousands to the nearest place j 
of refuge. 
Their sufferings even now 1 
must he intense, as they are without I 
food or clothing. 
Latest reports received here state 
that 4.000 soldiers In the various bar­ 
racks at M essina were buried under 
the 
ruins. 
The 
rock 
of Charybdis ; 
now blocks the entrance to the Strait 
of Messina. 
The tidal wave wrecked 
the lighthouses in the strait, including 
Faro Beacon, and they crashed into 
the sea. 
Stunned at the m agnitude of the 
calamity which has overtaken fellow 
countrym en, all Italy m ourns for the 
stricken province of Calabria and the 
island of Sicily. 
Accustomed for cen­ 
turies to 
earthquakes, 
Italy stand 
ever In dread, but none was prepared 
for the disaster whirh in the fraction 
of a m inute devastated 
cities 
and 
towns and caused the death of thou 
sands. 
Messina, whose tragic history has 
been m arked by tidal waves and war 
and which was the center of the ter- 
restial 
m aelstrom , 
wras 
shaken 
to 
ruins. 
Flam es burst forth to complete 
the city’s 
destruction and to burn 
alive untold num bers helplessly pin­ 
ioned beneath fallen walls and bro 
ken timbers. 
The strait of Messim 
was shaken and twisted by the e a rth ’ 
trembling, 
for m ariners report the 
channel 
altered 
hevond 
recognition 
The ports and villages on both the 
continental and 
Sicilian sides wer 
wrecked or inundated, and all light 
houses along the coasts w’ere swal 
lowed up. 
Navigation now’ Is danger 
©us and in some places impossible. 
In the Calabrian district, which was 
only beginning to recover from the 
effects of the earthquake of 1005, Reg 
gio wras the center of the e a rth ’s up 
heaval. 
T he 
seaport 
of 
Reggio 
Is 
reported as n o longer existing, and 
the city proper is in ruins. 
T he loss 
of life on both sides of the strait and 
in E astern Sicily was enormous. One 
of the refugees from Reggio who was 
th e first to bring the news of the 
city’s destruction, tried to m ake I is 
way to Sicily in a sailboat, but was 
compelled to return and finally found 
safety a t a peninsula port. 
In de­ 
scribing his exnerionce he said: 
“T he sea was strangely, m ysterious­ 
ly agitated, and the heavens were 
ablaze. 
Nearing Sicily, the clearing 
smoke revealed the m ystery; M essina 
was in flames. 
In the frenzy of de­ 
spair I turned my boat back to Cala­ 
bria.” 
Starving, bleeding from injuries and 
almost insane from then terrifying ex­ 
periences, 
M essina’s 
survivors 
are 
fleeing In all directions. 
T he specta­ 
cle presented by the ruined seaport is 
described 
as 
terrifying. 
Tumbling 
buildings both killed and mutilated, 
while hundreds of the Injured Im­ 
prisoned in the w reckage w ere aban­ 
doned to their fate by the fleeing 
populace. 
One of those wl*o escaped 
said: 
“The ea rth seemed snddenly to drop 
tn d then turn v io le n t^ on its axis. 
The whole population, ^ h o practically 
were 
precipitated 
from the houses 
rent in twain, were spun around like 
tops as they ran through the streets. 
Many fell crushed to death and oth­ 
ers; 
bewildered, 
took 
refuge 
for 


breath 
beside 'the Tottering 
waTT* 
where they soon met the fate of their 
companions.” 
Already British and Russian squad­ 
rons have arrived at Messina. 
Sail­ 
ors and 
m arines have been 
disem 
barked 
and 
they 
have 
perform ed 
courageous acts In rescuing the in­ 
jured and removing the wounded. 
A 
large num ber of survivors have been 
transferred 
to the warships, 
which 
are transform ed into great floating 
hospitals. 
It is im perative th a t the 
dead be removed from the ruins in 
order to avoid a pestilence. S team ers 
with doctors, druggists, firemen and 
workmen 
have 
arrived 
at 
Messina 
from C atania and other places. 


AMERICAN CONSUL A VICTIM 


Arthur S. Cheney and His W ife Killed 
in Earthquake. 
W ashington, Dec. 30.—T hat A rthur 
S. Cheney, American consul at Messi­ 
na, Sicily, and his wife lost their 
lives in the earthquake disaster which 
devastated that city Is indicated by 
an official dispatch received by the 
state departm ent from Stuart Lupton, 
American vice consul at Messina. 
T he following dispatch from Lup­ 
ton came via Malta, Maltese islands, 
In the M editerranean, being received 
there by wireless from Messina by 
Consul W illiam H. Gale, and tra n s­ 
mitted by him to the sta te depart 
inetit; 
“The M essina consulate destroyed 
and consul and wife supposed to be 
dead.” 
Consul Gale in forwarding the dis­ 
patch by cable added that Lupton Is 
supposed 
have escaped. 
H e 
stated 
that a British warship had left Malta 
for Messina to assist in the work of 
rescue. 
A rthur S. Cheney was a native of 
Illinois, but was appointed consul to 
M essina from Connecticut, Aug. 15. 
1907.

Each of the defendants remembered 
distinctly many people who were in 
their homes the night of the Ranken 
murder and recalled many incidents 
that occurred then. 
Pressed to name 
people who were present on other 
nights or recite incidents that hap­ 
pened a few days prior to the murder, 
they were unable to do so. There 
was an unusual amount of sickness 
that night, too, at least three calls be­ 
ing made for medicine at homes in 
which 
defendants 
were 
peacefully 
sleeping at the time when the self 
confessed 
night riders swore they 
were murdering Captain Ranken. 
The cross-examination of Attorney 
General Gild well was severe and in 
each case demonstrated that the wit 
ness could remember nothing that hap­ 
pened any other night save tha one 
that Rankon was killed. 


one out 
the passing of the peopJT venose homes, 
traditions aud manner of life made it 
possible and with the occupation that 
was once theirs. 
“In the days when the turkey eat 
was the great winter festivity in the 
mountain districts between the Schuyl­ 
kill and the Juniata watersheds the 
sparse population was chiefly of rude 
and rugged woodmen and their fami­ 
lies, many of them descendants of 
pure Pennsylvania Dutch stock. Scores 
of them depended almost entirely on 
their skill with gun and trap for their 
food supply. 
“The cabins of these mountaineers 
were built of logs, the chinks between 
which were filled in with clay. 
A 
huge stone chimney rose at one end 
of the cabin outside, covering that en­ 
tire end, while on the inside it opened 
on a broad fireplace across that end 
of the room. 
“The cabin was banked all around 
with earth, against which hemlock and 
pine boughs were heaped. 
Sometimes 
rows of cord wood were piled up al­ 
most to the eaves, the better to keep 
out the cold, which Is always intense 
during winter on those wind swept 
hills. 
“There was rarely a cabin with more 
than one room. The walls were dark 
and smoky, and from rafter or beam 
hung plentifully strips of jerked veni­ 
son and chunks of smoked bear meat, 
along with hams and bacon from the 
family pigs fattened in the woods and 
almost as wild as the bear and the 
deer. 
But the choicest and best be­ 
loved thing of the cabin’s larder was 
the fat and well frozen wild turkey. 
“While the woodsman’s cabin was al­ 
ways prepared for a turkey eat, It 
never knew when It was coming. A 
turkey eat began with the making up 
of a party in a neighboring village or 
settlement. 
Taking along a fiddler, 
they would appear at this, that or the 
other woodsman’s cabin of a winter 
evening, and the woodsman and his 
family did the rest. 
“Instantly the birch wood pail of ci­ 
der came forth. 
While the cabin’s 
guests drank cider the host prepared 
and spitted the turkey over the hick­ 
ory coals In the fireplace to roast for 
the feast. When It was ready for the 
table It was placed before the guests 
on a big tin platter.' Each one carved 
for himself, the plates being squares 
of birch bark. 
“The turkey eat was not complete, 
though, without a liberal supply of 
'paan baas’ and head cheese, and with 
It went the sweetest of rye bread and 
butter. Paan haas is a strictly Penn­ 
sylvania Dutch creation. 
“It is made from the rich juices left 
after boiling the Ingredients for head 
cheese, these being thickened to a stiff 
paste with buckwheat flour. This paste 
Is pressed In forms until cold and Is 
served In slices. 
It is a dull blue In 
color, very rich and very good. 
“After the feast the turkey eat was 
rounded out by a night of Jollity super­ 
induced by the fiddle and maintained 
by it in Its music for the old fashioned 
cotillon figures and reels, which were 
danced until the gray of morning. 
“But most of those old time woods­ 
men have passed away, and on those 
who are still dwellers in the mountains 
the game laws have forced a situation 
that leaves them with their ancient oc­ 
cupation gone, and the hunt being no 
longer a source of maintenance Its tra­ 
ditions have departed with It. 
The 
newer generation of these people is of 
other tastes and associations, so while 
the wild turkey is yet in proximity in 
that Blue mountain region to supply 
the material for the festive turkey eat 
the traditions and associations that 
made it possible are no more, and it is 
gone, like the apple cut, the quilting 
bee, the pig killing frolic and others of 
the old time rural pastimes that are 
now but a memory.”—New York Sun.

BANK VAULTS. 


FriMiitiona For tho Purpose of Foil­ 
ing tho Craokomon. 
Many 
banks, 
especially 
those in 
cities, have their vaults protected by 
an 
elaborate 
system 
of 
concealed 
wires connected to a central office not 
so far away, so that the least tam­ 
pering with the combination lock or 
any attack upon the door or walls 
will give the alarm at the central of­ 
fice. where men are waiting day and 
night to run to the rescue. 
The exact 
method and devices that are used are 
kept rather secret, for fear the bur­ 
glars themselves might learn too much 
about them. but It minr be explained 
that one part of the iqiparatus Is an 
extremely sensitive relay located at 
the central office. 
This delicate in­ 
strument closes a local circuit which 
sounds the nlnrm the moment there 
is the slightest disturbance of the hid­ 
den wires at and near the vault, so 
that a gang of Burglars could hardly 
get to work with their drills and their 
nitroglycerin before the officers of the 
law would he upon them. 
In addition to protecting vaults and 
safes from the direct attacks of rob­ 
bers. electricity affords another safe­ 
guard by furnishing light which floods 
the premises with Its searching beams. 
Indeed, many banks, stores and w are­ 
houses rely mainly upon the electric 
light, without which the thickest walls 
and the strongest and most compli­ 
cated locks would be useless. 
They 
turn it on at night and leave their 
window shutters wide open, so that 
the interior may be in full view* of 
the policeman or watchman passing 
the window’s all night. This makes it 
practically impossible for lawbreakers 
to work unseen. 
To protect the money windows of 
banks the teller behind the window 
has a eoneenlod push button at hand, 
oftentimes placed under the counter 
where ho can touch It unobserved. 
If 
any one tries to steal any money, the 
teller ran call an officer instantly in 
this way. The circuit Is sometimes a r­ 
ranged to close the bank doors also by 
an electric ally operated mechanism be­ 
fore the thief has time to get to them 
and escape.—Harper's Weekly.

In Bulgaria. 
Bulgaria is the nearest approach to 
a peasant commonwealth which the 
w’orld has knowm in modern times. 
There is not a Bulgarian Slav who is 
not the owner of a plot of land upon 
which he lives ami out of which he 
gets his own livelihood by his owui 
I a Intr. 
I nrge landowners are almost un­ 
known. 
Tile few men of wealth In 
the country are mostly of foreign birth 
or descent, and even they would not 
be counted as wealthy according to 
the standard of other European coun­ 
tries. 
Tile small landowners. wTho form the 
vast majority’ of the population, are 
peasant born and peasant bred. 
They 
are extremely thrifty. 
They are con­ 
tent with very plain food. They w’ear 
the same sheepskin garments from 
year to year, only turning their coats 
inside out with the changes of the 
season. 
Whole families, even of well to do 
peasants, sleep in the same room upon 
mats stretched out on the floor. They 
live under conditions of dirt and dis­ 
comfort which no British or German 
or French laborer would tolerate for 
a week. 
Yet. notwithstanding their 
disregard of the simplest sanitary a r­ 
rangements. they grow up singularly 
strong and healthy. 
Moreover, they are free from the Ir­ 
ritation caused among other laborers, 
overworked lf not underpaid, by the 
spectacle of neighbors living in afflu 
ence and ease without any necessity 
to curtail their expenditure. Rich men 
are black swans In Bulgaria.

told by a foreign banker In Sofia who 
had traded for many years In the 
country 
that 
he 
doubted 
greatly 
whether there were fifty men in all 
the rural districts w’ho had net in­ 
comes of $5,000 a year.—London Illus­ 
trated News.

The men leave the mine after what 
Is known as the “run” and many of 
the fifty-two at work were not In the 
mine when the explosion occurred 
The known dead are:

James 
fiockhart. 
John 
Brown, John .Miller, Kemp Sanders, 
James Smith. Charles Little, VV. Lit­ 
tle. Clere Alexander, Peter Kennedy 
and a Russian, name not known. 
The re cum « reported that they had 
located five more bodies and it was 
believed that there would not be any 
more corpses discovered in the mine. 
E ig h teen of the entombed Mien 
have been tn'-’on out of the colliery 
alive. 
They had been stifled by the 
smoke, hut were not injured seriously 
enough to make their removal to a 
hospital necessary. 
State mine inspectors have taken 
charge of the work of exploring the 
mine. 
The management of this property, it 
is claimed, had provided every device 
known 
to 
mining 
experience 
and 
science to Insure safety aud it is 
thought that the trouble originated in 
an abandoned but connected working 
In the western division of the mine. 
The little town of Switchback, in 
which all of the miners w'ho work in 
the colliery live, was wild with ex­ 
citement when the news spread that ; 
an explosion had taken place, and 
from all of the neighboring collieries : 
men hurried to the scene to ald In the 
W’ork of rescue.
